At  that  time,  the  President  earnestly  told  me  to  send 
l!ATSUK/iTA  to  America,  ~e  repeated  this  request  four  times.

neaoe  between  Japan  and  ilsorica.  lly  efforts  in  this  oonnec- 
-  tlon  bore  fruit  at  last  and  aoon  ly.TdTJiiATA  went  over  to 
/uaerlce  and  made  a  great  sfn>rt  to  re'ia.lust  Japeuece-^*rierloan 
relations.  At  first,  things  want  very  cmoothly.  But  while 
he  was  negotiating  with  Forbes,  that  utatem^nt  of  AKO’s  was 
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oomlng  to  J&pan  again,  but  he  sent  MrsoLory  alone  here  to  let 
her  listen  to  iiRiiKI’s  views  again,  and  she  was  much  more  Im¬ 
pressed  than  before.  After  he.r  return  their  Impressions 
wore  published  In  ijnerloa,  and  It  was  used  os  a  textbook  at 
Stanford  University. 

The  TOYO  BUNKA  GAKKAI  that  I  have  been  presiding  over 
has  been  trying  to  contribute  to  th®  cause  of  peace  In  the 
world  as  well  as  In  the  East.  One  of  Its  enterprises  Is 
holding  a  summer  school  every  year  at  Tokyo  or  Karulzawa, 
like  the  \71111emstown  Summer  School  In  America,  Inviting  as 
lecturers  some  pacifists  of  the  world.  The  selection  of 
lecturers  was  made  strictly  according  to  their  peace-loving 
principles,  iunong  the  Japanese,  as  diplomats,  IJ?. 

SHIDEKi'Jli.  and  the  late  Kr.  SA.ITO,  Klroshl  were  chosen;  only 
three  of  the  Japanese  military  personnel  were  selected,  i.a. 
Admiral  TAKAIh'tBE  end  Adiui.ral  YiiMiiMOTO,  .'Ildesuke  of  the  JIavy 
and  General  AH/JCI  alone  of  the  Army.  Especially  General 
ARAKI*8  penetrating  comments  on  peace  were  so  Interesting 
and  Inspiring  to  the  audience  of  various  nationalities  that 
we  asked  Mm  to  lecture  once  again.  His  second  lecture  was 
given  in  1944,  In  the  middle  of  the  Pacific  V/ar,  when  speech 
was  under  most  strict  control  In  Japan,  but  he  boldly 
stated  his  opinion  on  the  true  aim  of  war  and  Impressed  the 
audience  deeply.  Only  they  often  complained  that  his  asser¬ 
tions  or  the  true  way  for  Japan  to  tread  on  were  neglected 
to  the  discredit  of  the  Japanese.  In  this  connection  he 
said  we  had  no  words  to  apologize  to  the  Emperor. 

After  the  outbreak  of  the  lanchurlan  Incident,  AHAKI  was 
appointed  \7ar  Mnlster.  I  kne’<  very  v/ell  that  he  was  doing 
his  best  to  stop  hostilities  as  soon  os  possible,  lest  they 
should  lead  to  an  all-out  war  bet\<03n  Japan  and  China. 

Many  iunerloans  and  other  foreign  nationals,  however,  mis¬ 
understood  him  to  be  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Japanese 
military  clique,  adhering  to  milltariem,  and  so  they  spoke 
111  of  him.  Therefore,  with  a  view  to  clearing  such  e  mis¬ 
leading  notion  on  behalf  of  Japan  as  well  as  of  AIUiKI,  I  made 
a  lecturing  trip  at  my  own  expense  through  California  and 
the  ether  stat-.cs  along  the  Pacific  coest  of  /imerlca.  After 
my  speeches  I  found  some  n’cmbers  of  my  audience  still  under 
a  wrong  imprac-sion  atcut  thej*  would  ask  me  questions.
